Dear President Falconer:- 


The question has arisen as 
to what steps sare to be taken in connection with 
applications for exemption from military service of 
members of our staff of jenitors. 


My assistant janitor has 
been assigned to Class A and is, therefore, likely 
to be called on for service. This would result in 
very serious disarrangement of our work in this Depart- 
ment, as it would be exceedingly difficult to find a 
man who would satisfactorily replace him, especially 
as, if he could be found, such a man would presumably 
be merely a locum tenens. Whether the individual 
heads of departments should apply for exemption in 
such cases or whether the application should come 
from the University is the question. The latter would 
probably carry more weight and would also allow of a 
due consideration of the merits of each case, lookim 
to the interests of the University as a whole. 


I would be obliged if you 
would give me an early answer to this question, since 
the man concerned, if exemption be not granted, wishes 
to make application for assignment to a unit in which 
he could exercise his original trade, which, I believe, 
is that of a baker.

My reasons for recommending an application 
for exemption from Military Service of my assistant 
janitor, Hamilton McCormack, are as follows. 


I. The large number of students in the First 
and Second years of the Medical Course and in the Second 
year of the Dental Course, makes the services of an 
assistant janitor in the Anatomical Department imperative, 
if the work of the Department is to be conducted efficiently. 


2- The demand for qualified Medical Men at the 
Front mskes it of the greatest importance that there should 
be no impairment of the work of the Department. 


3. The services required of the janitor of the 
Anatomics1 Department are of a special nature, involving 
the care, injection and preservation of all bodies used 
in the Laboratory, and therefore demanding special training. 
The loss of a man so trained, especially during a busy 
Session, would greatly impair the work of the Department. 


4. The duties of an Assistant Janitor in this 
Department can only be performed by an able-bodied man and, 
furthermore,are of such @ nature that it is very difficult 
to find men capable and willing to undertake them. 


5. McCormack has proved himself a men thoroughly 
competent for the work required of him and the loss of his 
services would interfere seriously with the efficiency of 
our endeavours to provide Medical and Dental students with 
proper instruction in Anatomy. 


I have put these statements as concisely as possible, 
but will be very glad to elaborate them more fully if you 
think it advisable.
